Vihen  we  consider  ~'.is  problem  from  our  view-point,  the  bank  notes 
of  the  Bar.k  of  d:i  :  r:.a  tie  Yc..  ama  Shok’.n  Bark  now  in  current  in 
the  domains  o£  i.hneiivkuo,  he  i  no=s<:.-  d  or  important  mission  on  our 
Manchurian  and  bkugoliun  polity,  o"r  national  i  li.y  will  bo  renovated 
with  the  5  ndependei.  "e  of  Manor.  .  .o  •  nd  the  -abi  .et  has  decided  to  aid 
our  neighbor  and  ir.  the  meanwhile,  the  Mam.  ur*  an  government  has  es¬ 
tablished  tho  Central  Bank  and  •  ..s  adopted  the  system  of  entrusting 
the  administration  cf  ci.rr  er.cy  and  finance  to  he  said  bank.  And  as 
Mar.chukuo  has  been  ssrivir.  earn  stly  to  demonstrate  the  faculty  of 
the  above  bank,  it  must  be  said  that  a  change  was  na+  irally  brought 
about  in  the  historical  missions  of  the  ••ank  notes  of  our  country  and 
if  the  currency  of  the  said  bank  notes  uro  loft  us  they  are  in  the 
present  state,  it  will  but  complicate  tho  rr.  iT  ncy  of  Manchukuo  and 
hinder  the  stabilization  of  tho  foreign  value  cf  tho  Manchurian  coin. 


Consocuently,  we  have  decided  on  the  folio  ing  policies  re¬ 
lating  to  the  stabilization  of  the  national  coin  va.ue  of  Mcnchukuo 
and  tho  unification  i  **  coinage  system  and  will,  in  the  first  place, 
actualize  this  jo-icy  according  to  the  following  summary:

Relating  to  the  stabilization  of  the  na-fonal  coin  value  of 
Manchukuo  and  the  uni-'i"  .tion  of  coinage  sys  ~m: 

(l)  It  is  important  on  the  part  of  Manchukuo  to  strive  for  the 
actual  stabilization  cf  the  foreign  value  of  national  coin  at  present, 
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(3)  To  strive  sir- -  chanded  for  the  stabilization  of  tho 
foreign  value,  ©special!/  who  exchange  rates  towards  Japan. 

(4)  To  tab.  adeeuwte  measures  so  as  to  establish  communication 
and  harmony  auior^st  tho  Karchurian  government  or  the  Central  Bank, 
the  Japanese  Em,  ice,  the  Nippon  Bank,  and  other  Japanese  Banks  in 
Manchukuo . 

Ko.  2  Th  Policies  to^bo  Adopted  by  our  Country 

(1)  In  erder  to  facilitate  the  establishment  of  tho  national 
coin  value  of  limchvV.v.o ,  appropriate  udmlnis'.  rations  will  be  exor¬ 
cised  on  the  operatic-. 3  of  tho  Bank  of  Chcsur.  in  Manchukuo  and 
especially,  th  3  spe et  j  abolishment  of  tho  bark  roles  of  the  said 
bonk  issued  oumsido  the  dominion  will  be  considered* 

(2)  In  order  to  have  good  results  from  tho  administration  of 
exchanges,  it  is  nect-sary, 

(a)  To  give  suitable  consideration  to  the  system 
and  application  of  tho  exchange  administration 
on  our  part. 

(b)  Tho  Japanese  banks  in  Munchu'.uo,  especially  the 
Yokohama  Shokin  Bank  and  tho  Bank  of  Chosen,  will 
cooperate  when  necessary. 

(3)  Japanese  officials  and  civilians  '.Till  try  to  use  the 
national  coin  as  rush  as  possible  and  the  military  and  the  Manchurian 
Railway  will  pay  in  tho  national  coin  as  much  us  possible.
